A School Teacher Shot Dead Among Her
Seholars by a Rejected Sultor—Attempted
Suiclde of the Murderer.

A letter from Lagrange, Ind., under date of June
28, to the Cipoinnatl Commercial, gives the follow-
ing acoount of the cold-blooded murder of & young
school teacher in county, Indiana.

Miss Anna Dwight, a school-mistress, was muar-
dered yesterday at Stone Lake School-kouse, about

and the woman drove up, The woman called Miss
Dwight te the buggy side, when Barnes alighted
and asked her to walk with him, a8 he wished to
speak to her privately, She consented, and they
went & short distance, and eat down on A
log and conversed a few minutes, when
Barnes was seéen to rise, draw a revolver from
hi pocket, and fire twe sheta at her. She fell
at the frst fre. He then presented me1pts.
1%1 at his own head, and fired several times. Tweo
children ran frightened to & nelghbor near by, who
ran immediately to the spos, found Miss Dwight
dead, and the young man reloading his pistol, He
and the womas were promptly placed (n castody,
and Surgeon Ellloit, of White Pigeen, sent for. The
doctor reports four wounds in Barnes' head, two of
which entered the braln, and that this wonld eventu-
allx prove fatal.

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A GUILTY CONSCIENCE,

A Belf-Acconsed Murderer Glves Himself Up
About 0 o'clock last evening, says the Chi-
cage Post of the 234 inst., Pollceman McGovern,
who was on duty on Randolph street, was ac-
costed l{u;ymmg man who wanted the officer
to take to the station house. The lce-
man expressing surprise, asked why be desired
to be arrested, and was met with the reply,
“‘Because I am murderer.”

#ettled on a ranche near Bryan, Texas, where
he became ennmored of a h{mm Mexican
woman whose name was Miranda Ignatio,
for hils young wife

and their little c¢hild, he became 80
infatuated with this Mexican beanty that
be counld not bear her to speak to any one else,
Auwnrt her other acquaintances, however, was
a wealthy stock-ralser named Weathershy., One
evening Jacobs and Mr. Weathersby met at
Miranda's house, and a few moments later they
were epgaged in a deadly quarrel about the
wicked woman. 8he heard their threatening
words, but did not try to interfere; ehe only
urged them on the more, seemingly determined
to have one or the other fall for her sake. A
moment later and their revolvers were drawn
and aimed at each other. Beveral shots were
exchanged without effect, until finally Jacobe,
in eelf-defense, was compelled to shoot his an-
tagonist dead. This was on the 2d of last May.
The deed created great excitement in the coun-
iry, and efforts were made to arrest the mur-
derer, but without effect.

He stated that ever since the committal of the
deed he had been without peace of mind, that
life was a misery to him. He claimed to be a
nephew of Mr. E, Jacebs, a State street pawn-
broker, nnd he says that his mother Is very
wealthy. He is about 20 years old, good look-
ln% and is of about the medinm size.

The
rain poured down the chlmneys, ﬂood}lng the
upper floors, completely soaking the ceilings
below them, and doing comsiderable injury to
the business places on the first floor,

During the storm the German Lutheran
Church, nearly completed, on the corner of
Twenty-fifth street and Wentworth avenue, was
blowa down and totally demolished. It was so
near completion that a school would have been
opened In it on Monday next. The loss te the

THE POLAR EXPEDITION.

Captain Hall's Instrunctious from Seore-
tary Robeson—Memoranda by the Smith-
sonian Institute.

The Secretary of the Navy, in giving his final
detalled lnstructions to Caplala Hall with re-
ference Lo the expedition of the steamer Polaris
towards the North Pole, has minutely prescribed
the necessary nrnt:ﬁamenu for furnishing the
expedition with additional supplies at specified

points, named the island of Disco as
the first rendezvous 'for this purpose,
provided for many possible contingencies

of disaster or disagreement between mem-
bers of the expedition, and required that every
qualified person accompanying the expedition
.‘.i{llllu keep a daily journal of itg progress and of
all his observations, and that after passing Cape
Dudley Digges S8hore, shall be frequently thrown
overbonrd small copper cylinders, sealed and
containing memoranda, which may be carried
back by the ocean currents, and be ultimately
icked up and sent to the I\svy Oflice for in-
ormation as to the wellare of the explorers.,

The appropriation for this expedition baving
been granted by Congress chiefly on account of
the representations of Captain Hall and his
friends a8 to the possibility of exploring the
reglons beyond the eightieth degree of north
latitude, and even of reaching the Pole, he was
of course appointed the commander of the expe-
dition, and entrusted with its organization and
the selection of his assistants. The expedition
ie not regarded ns strictly of a scientific charac-
ter, its main object being simply geographical
discoveries.

Though science is thus made subordinate, the
expedition bas received through the National
Academy of Sciences a most complete outfit of
apparstus and such a number of skilled ob-
gervers that, no doubt, even if the maln object
should be defeated entirely, there will still be
made verz l“"le additions to the present store of
pbysical knowledge.

he Instructions for the scientific observations
were drawn up by a committee of the members
of the academy, as follows:—Prof. Henry, on
meteorology; Frof. Newcomb, on astronomy;
Prof. Higlard, on magnetism and tides; Prof.
Baird, on natural history; Proi. Meek, on geol-
OgY; Prot. Agasslz, on giaclers, When practi-
cable, four astronomical obeervations are to be
made each day—morning and evening, the
altitude or zenith distance of the sunm, for time;
and at noon and midnight for latitnde.

As the long winter will afford ample leisure,
the transits of the clrecumpolar staras will be fre-
q‘uenlly observed; the variations of the magne-
tic needle will be studied, and pendulum ex-
periments will be made to determine the force
of gravity In comparison with that at Washing-
ton. The following list of to'plcs, however,
indicates sufliclently the range of the Inquiries
generally:—Ocean Physics—Depths; bottom,
temperature, tides, currents, density. Meleorel-
ogy—Temperatures, moisture, direction of winds,
Breuum of air, precipitation, clouds, aurora

orealis, electricity, opfical phenomens, me-
teors, ozone, conduction of sound, evaporation,
melting point of mercury; Nalural History—
Zoology, botany (specimens to be collected
wherever practicable, but the members of the
expedition te be permitted upon thelr return to
retain none whatever for private purpoaes;%
(feology—All exposures of rocks, especially o
limestone, to be carsfully examined for fossils,
all evidences of elevation or sloking of coasts
to be noted, ete.; Glaciers—Especlal attention
to be given to glaclal phenomena of every kind,
such as the formation, size, movements
etc., of those existing, their abrading and
other effects upon the subjacent rocks, forma-
tion of morains, formation and movement of
icebergs. Dr. E. Hessels, of Heldelberg, Ger-
many, who was sclentific director of the German
expedition to Nova Zembla in 1869, i1s appointed
to the same position In the Polaris expedition.
The vessel |8 provigioned and equipped for two
and o half years, but the Becretary Instructs
Captaln Hall that the explorations may be con-
tinned hmﬁer' if requisite, and if supplies can
be obtained.
